Ely, Nev.—Scientists of the Uni­ 
versity of Nevada, in an exploration 
party 
headed 
by 
Governor J. C. 
Scrugham, recently have read again 
the pages of the past in caverns near 
the famed Lehman Caves and found 
them rich in archaeological lore. 
Figuring found on the rock wall 
of a cavern, said to be undeniably 
Aztec, leads

B. 
F. Sehappelle, 
archaeologist of the uffi^ersity, to 
believe the discovery one of the most 
im portant in recent years. 
The find­ 
ing of pottery in the caves also 
moves the 
pottery 
line about 300 
miles further north than any ever be­ 
fore found. 
Dr. Sehappelle and Dr. Peter Frand- 
sen, biologist, have employed six men 
to assist in the work of excavating.

Milk Production Coat 
$2.22 Per Hundred 
Some valuable figures in the cost of 
keeping a cow have been announced 
by H. S. Sloat, the Pennsylvania State 
College extension cost accountant in 
Lancaster county. 
If Adams county dairymen received 
less than $2.22 per hundred pounds 
for their milk in 1923 they lost money 
as compared with Lancaster produc­ 
tion costs, as' Sloat reached that aver­ 
age cost after studying sixteen herds. 
It cost Lancaster farmers an aver­ 
age of $201.80 last year to keep one 
m ature cow. 
In addition to the milk 
return, “Bossy” gave credit in manure, 
calves, etc., of over $50, making her 
net maintenance cost just $151.06. In 
the sixteen herds the average produc­ 
tion of milk was 6845 pounds of 3.84 
butterfat content. 
Hogging-Off Corn Pays 
In Producing Pork 
“There is no guess-work connected 
with the fact that it pays farm ers to 
allow hogs to harvest a part of the 
corn crop where corn is the principal 
food,” says Dr. H. H. Havner, exten­ 
sion swine specialist at Pennsylvania 
State College. 
The “hoging-off corn” season 
is 
about here and the county agent urges 
all Adams.county farm ers who can 
do it, to follow this economical method 
of fattening for the fall market. The 
pigs that do best in the com field are 
thin, active pigs weighing from 90 to 
125 pounds that have been developed 
on good pasture with a good growing 
ration. 
Following is a good rule to 
remember in determining how many 
pigs to turn into a field or how much 
corn to supply a bunch of pigs. 
Nine average pigs from 90 to 125 
miles will clean up an acre of corn 
in about as many days as there are 
bushels of corn per acre and gain 
about a pound and a half per head a 
day. 
The pigs should be allowed a 
portion of a field large enough for 
them to clean up in from two to four 
weeks. 
Wire fencing will keek them 
aff the 
other 
part 
of 
the 
field. 
Protein 
feeds 
should be 
supplied 
while pigs are in the field. 
Straining Milk. 
That farmers in Adams county will 
do well to use- every care in produc­ 
ing a high quality milk is the opinion 
of L. W. Morley, dairy specialist at 
the Pennsylvania State College. One 
should keep in mind that milk is a 
food and use every 
precaution 
to 
keep it clean. 
However, with the 
best of care some foreign material, 
dust and dirt, will find its way into 
| the milk and should be removed im­ 
mediately. 
The best strainer to use is a cotton 
filter as it is the most efficient and is 
not expensive. These strainers should 
be used but once and then destroyed. 
If canton flannel or other cloth strain­ 
ers are used they should be thorough­ 
ly washed and boiled for a t least five 
minutes each day.
